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The about 6,600 fhbt long airfield located west of the 
BB.YAIISK (34°22' H/53°14 9 IT) — 3318111 T3 A road was occu- 
pied by 50 to 60 fighters in .March 1949. Half of the 
planes were single-engine craft, the remainder jet air- 
craft with long nose arid trapezoidal wings. 

About five miles west of R3S331T3A there was an airfield 
immediately north of the railroad line to 203LAVL (32°52 , 3/ 
53°57 , H), which bordered on a woods to the west and an open 
terrain to the north and east. The about 6,600 x 3,300-foot 
airfield wao occupied by biplanes. Tents were observed on 
the edge of the woods. A small railroad station -was asst 
of this field. 
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
